Sugges t 
Study Of 
Marijuana 


KANSAS CITY (AP> - Two 
drug experts said marijuana 
should not be legalized until 
further study of its effects can 
be made, but harsh laws on its 
use should be softened 
Dr (iilbert M. Shimmel, a 
Columbia University professor, 
and Dr Frank Ochberg of the 
National Institute of M e n t a l 
Health spoke to 300 persons at 
a public forum on “ Drug Addic­ 
tion and Dependency” Thursday 
at the University of Missouri- 
Kansas City 
Shimmel said state marijuana 
laws vary widely in severity of 
punishment—the most extreme 
being 
Georgia's 
mandatory 
death sentence for a second of­ 
fense 
He said many youths suffer 
from “ a feeling of helplessness 
and an unwillingness to adjust 
to the problems of society, so 
they change themselves by us­ 
ing drugs." 
Ochberg advised parents to 
get the facts about drug abuse 
before f o r m i n g opinions. He 
cautioned them against taking 
extreme attitudes and urged 
them not to turn against young 
people who have been drug 
abusers. 
Ochberg said marijuana is 
not a narcotic and does not 
cause physical addiction, al­ 
though there can be psycholc^i- 
cal dependency. 
He said the belief that mari­ 
juana isn't harmful is a fable. 
In fact, he said, responses of 
panic and depression may oc­ 
cur, 
and 
any 
mind-altering 
drug can be harmful, depending 
on the situation. 
Lt. Gov. William S Morris of 
Missouri told the group he would 
not draw a legal or medical dis­ 
tinction between marijuana and 
the “ hard drugs,” such as her­ 
oin. 
“ Until there is proof that 
marijuana is good or bad, and 
with the proof still pointed to its 
dangers, I say the state of Mis­ 
souri must and will pursue the 
law pertaining to the use and 
sale of marijuana,” Morris de­ 
clared. 
“ There is no room in this 
• state for the drug peddler and 
there is no place for the per­ 
missiveness we so often asso­ 
ciate with the so-called new way 
of life, " he added.

brought Hanoi and Washington 
to a meeting table in F’ans The 
second led to expanded Uilks. 
which opened in Paris last .Ian

Dr IVter Flawn of the Uni­ 
v ersity of Tex as, addressing 
stu dents gathered at Northwest­ 
ern Univ ersity from across the 
Midwe.st. said the earth has a 
skin disease, a case of microbes 
infe< ting its cru st, and that the 
sickness is man 
Stu dents jammiHl the au dito­ 
riu m at the u niv ersity 's Tec'hno- 
logical Institu te, ov erflowed into 
the halls and into adjacent 
rooms Many watched the p ro­ 
gram on telev ision monitors. 
Harry Uommoner, director of 
the center for the biology of na­ 
tu ral sy stems at Washington 
Univ ersity in St Lou is, .said that 
after 15 y ears of agitation the 
p roblems of p ollu tion hav e hit 
home p oliticallv He cited Pres­ 


ident Nix on's State of the Union 
message. 
Howev er, he criticized the ad­ 
ministration’s p lans to allot $10 
billion for the imp rov ement of 
waste treatment p lants. "The 
wrong thing to do is to p romote 
the Idnd of sewage treatment 
p lants we now hav e They don’t 
work,” he stated. 


Called a teach-ou t to emp ha­ 
size its env ironmental asp ects, 
the ev ent was schedu led from 7 
p m Friday to 6 a.m. Satu r­ 
day It was the first of a nation­ 
wide series p lanned at colleges 
and u niv ersities to p romote 
action against p ollu tion. 


Some 7 ,200 dou ghnu ts and 
9 ,000 cu p s of coffee were on 
hand along with 2,000 soft drinks 
donated by bev erage comp anies 
for the Northwestern stu dent-or­ 
ganized affair 
The p roceedings were inter­ 
ru p ted for a short time when 12 
American Indians, one wearing 
head feathers and another beat- 


ing a dru m, p araded onto the 
stage 
They distnbu tv d a 
leaflet 
charging "The Dep artment of 
the Interior and the Bu reau of 
Indian Affairs hav e p ollu ted ou r 
air. ou r lands, ou r religion and

They were giv en the stage to

cu ssions 
Leading .scientists and p oliti­ 
cal figu res sp oke before mid­ 
night Then there was an "env i­

Th e wh ole th ing becomc's a 
matter of relativ ity ; th e manner in wh ich 
sp ecial p riv ilege is p racticed 
Th e clerk beh ind th e counter caters to 
familiar customers with more of a degree 
of p leasantness and attention. .-Mso among 
oth ers in th e middle class category th e 
same fav oritism is p racticed — in th e meat

establish ments. Th is is such a natural 
reaction to acquaintancesh ip th at it is an 
inv oluntary reflex .

It may also be said th at a strange 
customer with a magnetic p ersonality may 
obtain better serv ice th an th e grouch y 
acquaintance of a serv ice emp loy ee.

Federal inv estigato rs are co nv inced the sto len 
co upo ns are being so ld fo r cash thro ugh middlemen 
who o perate with the co o peratio n o f gro cery sto re 
o wners and, po ssibly , ev en bank o fficials. 
Po o r peo ple use the stamps 
to buy fo o d at gro cery sto res 
which can redeem them fo r 
^ I 
cash at banks. The banks are 
' 
then reimbursed by the go v ­ 
ernment 
Altho ugh 
the 
Agricul­ 
ture Department is keep- 
ing mum abo ut the wav e o f 
thefts, this co lumn learned 
that o v er 16 00,000 wo rth o f 
stamps hav e been sto len in 
West Virginia alo ne. 
The largest single bur­ 
glary o ccurred 
in Charlesto n, where thiev es made 
o ff with $300,000 
wo rth o f fo o d co upo ns aftei 
breaking into a safe in a distributio n o ffice. Two 
separate break-ins at a stamp o ffice in the no rthern 
part o f the state resulted in a lo ss o f mo re than 
$15 0,000. 
Other majo r heists o ccurred at Albuquerque, 
N.M., where $100,000 wo rth o f stamps were sto len 
sev o -al weeks ago and at Opelo usas, La., where 
thiev es go t $6 7 ,000 wo rth 
A co nfidential Agriculture Department repo rt lists 
Arkansas, Wisco nsin, Michigan, Washingto n, Io wa, 
Minneso ta, Mary land and Illino is as the o ther states 
where stamps hav e been sto len. 
A special inv estigating unit has been set up by the 
Agriculture Department to pro be the thefts, which 
o fficials fear may increase with the rise in federal 
allo tments fo r the fo o d stamp pro gram. So far, fiv e 
perso ns hav e been arrested and charged with acting 
as "fences” in the sale o f the co upo ns. 
A special memwandum has been sent to the state 
agencies respo nsible f(M- distributing the stamps. IV 
urges that o nly small quantities be k ^ t at the 
o ffices where the co upo ns are issued. 
The department has also arranged to hav e the 
stamps printed with sm al numbers to make their 
illegal sale mo re difficult.

If President Nix o n carries o ut his threat to kill the 
bill, be will also kill the ho pes and dreams o f 
tho usands o f scientists and students, o f the needy 
and neglected who are co unting o n the bill fo r funds 
Amo ng them are 1,000 students at Washingto n’s 
Gallaudet Co U^e, the o nly liberal arts co llege in the 
wo rld which ex ists so lely to educate the deaf. They 
co me fro m 38 states and 16 fo reign co urftries to 
o btain an educatio n they can get at no o ther 
institutio n. 
Fo r 106 y ears, these handicapped students hav e 
mo v ed aro und their campus freely , unharmed and 
harming no o ne. But no w their silent wo rld is 
haunted by a terrible new fear. 
The GaUaudet campus is lo cated o n 92 fMmerly 
tranquil acres in no rtheast Washingto n. But the 
ghetto has slo wly gro wn up aro und the scho o l, and 
m deaf students hav e beco me the tragic v ictims o f 
rampaging crime. 
They are particularly v ulnerable to ghetto thup 
who are well aware o f their v ictims’ debilities. Fo r 
the students canno t hear appro aching attackers; 
■o r, hi mo st cases, can they ciy fo r 
belp. 
Ov er 90 ro hlMrias, assaults and o ther crimes hav e 
Gallaudet students since 


late summer. Two attempted rapes to o k place in o ne 
ev ening. On September 9, o ne girl was attacked in a 
restro o m, and ano ther was assaulted in fro nt o f her 
do rmito ry . The latter was picked up and bo dily 
carried fo r 300 y ards, where she was dumped behind 
a mo und o f dirt. 
On ano ther o ccasio n, a gro up o f deaf girl students 
were punched and kicked by ghetto ruffians. 
Gallaudet Co llege, therefo re, is in desperate need 
o f fences, lights and security guards to pro tect tho se 
who canno t pro tect themselv es. Only sev en guards 
no w patro l the campus. Scho o l o fficials wo uld like 
to hire at least 14 mo re. 
Fo r these purpo ses, the co llege has asked the 
federal go v ernment fo r $315 ,000 — a small sum by 
to day ’s standards. But their meager request may be 
lo st in the $19.7 billio n bill that President NLx o n is 
threatening to v eto . 
And the President may no t kno w it. but o ne o f the 
defenseless students at Gallaudet who is depending 
o n him is his o wn co usin — Patricia Marshburn 
—Candy Cigarette Peril— 
"Cautio n; Candy cigarettes may be hazardo us to 
y o ur children’s health. ” 
This will be the nex t crusade o f anti-cigarette 
battler J o hn F. Banzhaf. who is preparing a petitio n 
to the Federal Trade Co mmissio n o n the subject. 
Banzhaf’s underdo g fight fo rced the netwo rks to 
carry anti-cigarette ads. No w his legal students at 
Geo rge Washingto n Univ ersity are po lishing the anti- 
candy -cigarette case 
The suit will ask the FTC to interv ene with the 
Patent Office to kill *‘L & M ” as a trademark. 
Banzhaf co ntends that the cigarette co mpanies 
wo uld hav e a co ughing fit if ano ther co mpany sto le 
their trademarks, but are strangely silent when 
candy cigarette makers imitate po pular brand 
names and packages 
Since they wink at the candy makers to enco urage 
children just o ut o f teething to think o f smo king as 
pleasant, say s Banzhaf, the firms hav e lo st their 
right to the trademark. The FTC, he will argue, has 
a duty in such cases because the health o f children is 
at stake.

W A S H IN G T O N <A P i — A new 
study published this week by the 
Agriculture Department shows 
the U.S. cattle industry needs to 
streamline its methods before

The private study, conducted 
by the Chicago research firm ot 
A T Kearney 
Co.. was made 
on the basis ot the cattle indus­ 
try in the mid-1960s 
Since then, consumer demand 
for beef has continued to rise, 
along with retail prices Cattle 
prices last year, as a result of 
the larger demand and the na­ 
tion s inflationary trend, rose at 
one time to the highest level 
since the Korean War 
Experts say. however, that 
many of the most troublesome 
problems ot the cattle industry 
have persisted for decades and 
thus far show little sign of an 
overnight remodeling 
“ The cattle and lresh beef in­ 
dustry has experienced relative­ 
ly little basic change since the 
early 1 9 0 0 s and is p resently 


characterized bv several com ­ 
peting elements, a lack of perti­ 
nent and timely data and poor 
communications, all of which in­ 
crease costs and reduce prof­ 
its.’’ the report said 
The researchers said basic 
improvement of the industry is 
made difficult by its size and 
complexity, along with the per­ 
ishability of meat itself.

Cat Scare “Cats Cause Leukemia in 
Man” read one newspaper headline not 
long ago. typifying a rash of cat-cancer 


scare stories. Animal shelters subse­ 
quently reported an increase in aban­ 
doned cats; fanners in New Jersey com­ 
plained about the increased number of 
cats being dumped on their property. 
The fact is, says Friends of Animals, 
Inc., leukemia has been confined to fe­ 
lines used by laboratories doing cancer 
research.

Answers Bad

a l k in g t o Woody Allen is 
a bit like jumping out of 
an airplane with a parachute 
youVe packed yourself. You 
may think you know what 
you're doing, but you're tak­ 
ing an awful chance. 
While I knew I was out to get facts 
about this clever little man with a 
receding hair line, large nose, and 
pleading, bespectacled eyes, it was 
hard to tell when I was getting 
straight answers or when he was do­ 
ing his thing—a bent that is fast 
making him the “in” talent of show 
business. 
At 34, he has proved himself 
a fantastic success as a playwright 
(“Don't Drink the Water” and “Play 
It Again, S a m " ) , screenwriter 
(“What's New, Pussycat?”), televi­ 
sion writer, magazine writer, movie 
star 
(“Casino Royale”), tv star, 
night-club entertainer, and now, mov­ 
ie director, with “Take the Money 
and Run,” which he co-authored and 
in which he stars. Yet in person. 
Woody seems absolutely meek and 
unassuming, although he describes 
himself as “a political liberal with a 
strong yen for fascist women.” I 
decided to try to reach the real 
Woody Allen—with these results: 
Q: When and where were you 
born, Mr. Allen? 
A: In Brookl3m in 1935 and again 
four years later in San Francisco. 
(ffe was bom in Brooklyn on Dec. 
1, 19S5. He spends most of his time 
in New York. 
Q: Why is so little known about 
your personal life? 
At Only J. Edgar Hoover has ac­ 
cess to it, and he keeps it secret for 
reasons of national security. 
Q: How do you live, what are 
your favorite pastimes? 
A: Collecting twine and trying to 
teach my pet chicken to play pinochle. 
{He lives in a large, old apart­ 
ment that encompass^ tivo floors 
in New York City. He lives alone, 
being separated from his second 
wife. He mostly looks after himself 
but has a housekeeper who comes in 
every morning. He doesn't worry 
much about food since he doesn't like 


meat. In fact, he sometimes repeats 
the same menu—soup and fish—for 
months at a time.) 
Qt According to your official bi­ 
ography, you are shy and unassum­ 
ing. Is this true? 
A: I am a vain, petty, megalo­ 
maniac bent on achieving world 
domination. 
(He's a quiet man who spends 
about five nights a week seeing mov­ 
ies and seldom goes out otherwise. 
He's not social and finds facing a 
croicd very taxing and frightening. 
He's not impressed with himself.) 
Q: Do you drink or smoke? 
A: No. I never have. It makes me 
dizzy to smoke and nauseous to drink. 
However, I enjoy putting butter on 
my head. 
GH Do you have many clothes? 
A: One glove. 
(Clothes don't interest him. Woody 
has a habit of buying whatever is 
handy and wearing it all the time, 
like sweaters and sneakers. 
Ott When you were a boy, did you 
have it fairly easy hnancially ? 
A: My first job was working in my 
father’s grocery. I organized it and 
drove him out of business. 
(Actually, it was a struggle most 
of the time. Woody's father did me­ 
nial jobs. His mother worked, too. 
Like many kids in his neighborhood, 
when not in school, he was out on the 
streets. Woody got caught vandaliz­ 
ing a school but lied his way out of 
trouble. He was also apprehended for 
possession of a BB gun when he took 
pot-shots at people.) 
Q: Are you close to your parents? 
A: Not very. They are planning 
to dynamite the State Department. 
(Woody's parents were very strict. 


and in spite of the fact both were at 
work and Woody was left on his oiim 
so mtich, they tried to be good par­ 
ents. Woody insists they yelled and 
hit him a lot. But at least they kept 
him from being expelled, although 
his grades and extracurricular ac­ 
tivities were grounds for it! 
Q: Are you an only child? 
A: No. I have a Siamese twin, and 
we are joined together by a long 
piece of thread so it’s not noticeable. 
(He has a younger sister.) 
Q: Do you have a wife? Children? 
If children, what sex? 
A: No wife—no children. And if 
we did—what sex? Anything we 
could think of! 
(He was married twice, but neither 
marriage worked out. His first wife 
was a musician and a philosophy stu­ 
dent. She then went on to become a 
teacher. His second wife, from whom 
he is separated, is an actress. 
Q: If you weren’t in show busi­ 
ness, what would you be doing? 
A: Leader of the Black Panthers. 
(Woody secretly ivanted to be an 
FBI agent. He longed for some­ 
thing exciting and dangerous. He 
also thought of being a private de­ 
tective. He was very good at baseball 
and could have played in the minor 
leagues, but he lost interest.) 
Q: Did you ever do any other work 
than acting? 
As I blew up dirigibles with my 
mouth for Goodyear. 
(He toyed with being a criminal 
and became a pretty good cardsharp 
but held it down to hobby level.) 
Q: You have written, directed, and 
acted. Which kind of work do you 
enjoy the most and why? 
A: Stealing. I like fresh air and

work that keeps me on my toes. 
Qs Is there anything you can’t do? 
A: Get Spiro Agnew to kiss me. 
Qs You’ve been compared with 
Charlie Chaplin and Peter Sellers. 
What is your opinion? 
As They were both half Jewish. 
I’m Episcopalian. 
Q: Do you believe actors should 
be in politics? 
As Yes, with the exception of Ron­ 
ald Reagan, George Murphy, and 
Shirley Temple. I wanted Bela Lu­ 
gosi to be President. 
Qs Do you think you are a disci­ 
plined individual? 
A: In my work only. I wasn’t in 
grammar school or in high school 
and was thrown out of two colleges 
—NYU and City College—because 
I wasn’t disciplined. I can’t be in 
anything I don’t like to do. 
(True!) 
Q: What are your hobbies? 
As Go to movies, chase girls. 
(Recently Woody started a jazz 
band. He loves music and has taught 
himself to play several reed instru­ 
ments but specializes in the clarinet.) 
Qs What do you plan next? 
As To relive my past glories. 
(He has just been contracted to 
write, direct, and star in three films 
for United Artists.) 
Q: If you could have been anyone 
else, who would it be? 
A: Ingmar Bergman. 
(True. He's a great admirer of the 
Swedish director's work but feels 
that he would probably be disappoint­ 
ed in the man if he were to meet him 
personally since everyone he knows 
who has met Bergman feels he is 
self-centered and temperamental.) 
Q: Have you ever been sick? 
As I have been severely 'mentally 
unbalanced since age two. That’s it. 
Qs What do you think about the 
generation gap? 
As I would like to see it widen. I 
enjoy it when people can’t communi­ 
cate. It makes life interesting.

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You Can Grow a Better Garden 
And now is the time to start— for though it looks like winter, 
nature is already in the process of rebirth

A s A CHILD, living in a more 


j l \ tem perate clim ate, w in­ 
ter w as divided in m y mind 
into two parts. 
There was the early, raw, cold pe­ 
riod from November until well after 
Jhristmas, which could—and often 
did—turn into long dreary stretches 
when thick choking fog distressingly 
enveloped us all. 
This to me was deep winter, when 
nothing visibly stirred among grow­ 
ing things and when the hedges on 
country walks contained only mem­ 
ories of things past, withered rose 
haws, frost-spoiled blackberries, and 
rustling dried leaves—the tattered 
remnants of what had been. 
By late January, things changed. 
If you knew where to find them, the 
first snowdrops were already flower­ 
ing in sheltered glades. Gorse bushes 
on the high downs flashed with an 
occasional gleam of gold, and deep 


in the ditch verges, half covered with 
dead leaves, adventurous white anem­ 
ones could be found. 
For me this was winter’s second 
stage, for though the ponds were 
still frozen and the weather pierc­ 
ingly cold, the year had turned; an­ 
ticipation was in the air, and we had 
visible evidence of what soon would 
come upon us. 
I 
lived where there have 
been no obvious seasonal changes, but 
I am sure that everywhere for those 
who look, there are signs when the 
year has, as it were, turned over in 
bed, preparatory to getting up. 
I now garden where the winters 
last far longer and are much fiercer 
than those of my childhood, but the 
same time of year, late January, 
brings the same foretaste of spring 
even though the signals are different. 
House plants respond to the inner 
pull of their primeval biological 
clocks, by putting out new growth, 


at first a little tentatively but soon 
with an unmistakable flourish. 
More prosaically, the seed cata­ 
logues arrive to remind us that the 
time has come to plan for next sea­ 
son’s garden. This is the moment to 
be honest with yourself and take 
stock of the manifold sins of omis­ 
sion and idleness that spoiled last 
year’s effort. And it is also the time 
to undertake some of the more te­ 
dious gardening chores which, though 
we often do not realize it, can be 
done almost everywhere in this win­ 
ter period and ought to be gotten out 
of the way before we are lured into 
the more beguiling duties of flowery 
spring. 
Gord«nf are largely judged by the 
first impression they give. No mat­ 
ter how charming the nook you may 
have hidden away at the back of the 
house, it can never counteract the 
initial impact of an unsightly en­ 
trance to it. 


Lawns in every climate worry! 
their owners, and each area has its 
own particular problems. But grass 
everywhere benefits enormously from 
attention given to it during this 
preliminary whistling of spring. Now! 
is the time to get a long-lasting fer­ 
tilizer put down. If you can use a| 
spreader, well and good; if you are 
clumping around in snowshoes, you 
still know the outlines of your lawn, 
and though you may have to use the 
primitive method of tossing the ma­ 
terial out by hand, the long-lasting 
effect is just as good. 
And, silly as you may feel throw­ 
ing fertilizer over deep snow, there’s 
even an advantage, for you at least 
can see whether it is covering the 
area evenly! This early treatment 
enables the spring rains or the melt­ 
ing snow to carry nourishment deep 
down into the roots of the existing 
grass so that it is ready and available 
the moment growth begins. 


The neatest way to handle 
/ 
a nasty little cough 
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Horticulturist Thalassa Cruso in her own 
private garden checks moisture in plants. 


In recent years I also have seeded my 
lawns at this unlikely time. True, the seed 
provides a delicious unexpected treat to 
many of the resident birds. But I seed 
so thickly that much of it escapes even 
their observant eyes, and with snow on 
the ground, it soon sinks out of reach. 
This early seeding imitates nature; the 
growth of hardy seeds start up ^ar earlier 
in the year than we realize, long before 
the ground is workable. 
Grass is on« of these hardy seeds, and 
freshly sown grass needs to make strong 
roots while the nights are still cool. Only 
grass that has started in very early spring 
can withstand the changeable weather and 
sudden heat of late spring. 
My father used to judge a garden by 
the appearance of the lawns, far easier 
to grow in England than here, but he also 
had another touchstone, the appearance of 
the edges, the places where lawns touch 
driveways or flower beds. 
But edging is a tiresome, boring job 
which has to be repeated several times a 
season. And those who use the garden, 
especially children with bicycles, have to 
be prevented from breaking down the 
newly cut verges. 
To me, a garden is a place to be en- 
joyetl, not an area full of don’ts, and the 
edges in the gardens of my childhood were 
the bane of my existence. I no longer edge. 
I find it too much work ; nor is there labor 
available for anyone to do it for me. In­ 
stead, we mulch our shrub borders and 
flower beds up to the edge of the grass. I 
use bark mulch, though other attractive 
materials are available, and we put it 
down in the late fall when the ground is 
first frozen. 
Wa pile I# on to a depth of four or five 
inches, and we renew it annually. This 
keeps the mulch at lawn level, and counter­ 
acts the damage that can follow spring 
thaws and ground heaves. It smothers the 
weeds before they can sprout, and during 
the subsequent summer it keeps the soil 
beneath it cool and in good condition. 
In the shrub borders, we use ground 
covers right up to the edge of the lawns; 
these achieve exactly the same result. We 


find the ground covers root better and 
spread faster if they, too, are mulched 
immediately after planting. 
The whole scheme can be made even 
more interesting and attractive if you will 
put down a line of concrete paving blocks, 
so closely butted together that no weed 
can grow between them, along the edges 
of the lawn wherever they lap against a 
flower bed. This gives an architectural 
winter interest in the garden design and 
is highly practical in its summer use. With 
this ribbon paving in place, ground covers 
can be allowed to sprawl effectively onto 
the stones without ruining the grass, and 
the mulch is easily swept off them. What's 
more, the wheel of a mower can travel 
over these stones easily. 
In fha North, this is the time to lay in 
the bags of mulch and order the paving 
blocks, for it is always easier to get started 
when everything is at hand, and those of 
you lucky enough to be already outdoors 
should make this labor-saving scheme a 
first responsibility. 
There is another winter activity that 
can make a great difference to the future 
health of your garden—setting up a year- 
round, sustained program of feeding and 
providing water for the birds. Thankfully, 
for those of us who have been so much 
concerned with the irreversible damage 
the hard pesticides have done to our en­ 
vironment, the use of these deadly poisons 
is slowly being outlawed. 
We stopped all spraying eight years ago, 
even though our grounds still harbor a few 
magnificent elms. When we stopped, an 
increase of peats fell on us like a Biblical 
plague. Caterpillars hung in hundreds 
from every twig; we could hear the rasp­ 
ing as they chewed the leaves. Slugs, cut­ 
worms, earwigs, and mosquitoes marched 
into the garden in dreadful hordes. We 
had to stand by and wait with the best 
patience we could command, until nature 
redressed the balance. There was only one 
thing we could do to speed the process and 
that was encourage birds. 
Wa doublod our feeding stations and 
added a greater variety of food to attract 
additional species. We belled our cat, 
though he’s a very ineffective hunter, and 
we also undertook a crash planting pro­ 
gram of berried shrubs to provide winter 
food and thick cover. This program paid 
off unexpectedly fast. A far larger variety 
of birds now visits our yard and the resi­ 
dent population that stays with us is much 
increased. 
As we built up the bird population, the 
insects diminished. For though birds will 
happily freeload at any feeding station 
and unashamedly steal that newly sown 
grass seed, they don't depend only on what 
we provide for them. Any bird living on 
your place is also consuming innumerable 
insects and the larvae of the despoilers of 
your garden. 
Now, then, is the time for action, not 
just paper plans. Whether it’s snow mit­ 
tens or a spring scarf, put it on and get 
to work. Spring is not around the corner 
—it is already here for the garden, and we 
should be in action. #

At the time this picture was taken, / had to wear a loose blouse for a bathing suit 
top. / know that made me look pregnant, but, believe ms, I w€Utn% 
Even I can’t stop looking at me, now that I am so much slimmer. 119 pounds in a 
fitted swim suit! Wait until my husband sees this picture. He will love it. 


T ^ h e n my husband left for duty in Thailand, I 
weighed 205 pounds. “ Babyspeck” he called 
me. TTiat’s (5erman for “ baby fat.” Bu t I tell you, 
when you are 24 years old and the mother of two 
children, it can’t be that. 
Alw ays, I loved food. As a child, there were 
thick, warm pretzels with sweet cream butter. Big 
helpings of wiener schnitzel w ith fried potatoes 
and onions.
